Manitou .soine Jiillo iiistory and' Iradltlon 
about the city will be interesting. Previous 
to 1872 it was uninhabited except by a hermit 
who lived there for sometime a part of each 
year in a log hut. It was a favorite haunt of 
.he Utes who had treat f alttt (n the medicinal 
quality of its waters. Oue of tho springs, 
theXavajot-, was full of coins and beads 
which Were, offerings to the Spirit in Ihe 
waters,' The Orst building was a rmrd shau- 
tr tiected 'in_ 1875. In.lS'a the'Manitou 
house, was . oiwned aud about i»'o years 
iflerward thelJcebco House; siuce Uieu the 
C.lilt House lias been opened. 
Tlie. springs 


tie the great atlracUpn, and are visited annu- 
ally bylhoujandspt tourists from all parts of 
the globe. .The most historic spring Is the 
Xavajoe, the original Fontaine 'I»l Bundle, 
which .gave Its name to the stream within a 
few feet of it. One-of the most, intvrcslinn 
iege'nds of tlio country is given by Cautatn 
Rustoii, of the English army, who visited 
this country in 1S'<7. His as follows:
